WORK OF THE HISTORIAN

before the Dublin University History Society 
in the Graduates’ Memorial Building, Trinity 
College, yesterday. 

“Who rules Europe to-day?’ he asked. 
“The son of a blacksmith dominates Italy. 
The son of a coachman is the wise and erudite 
man who guides Czechoslovakia. { A cigar- 
maker has steered Denmark through its recent 
crises. The English Premier was a 
leader: a despised pacifist during the World 
War. Hitler, Herriot, the late Barthou, 
our own de Valera, Trotsky, the murdered 
Dollfuss—they are all sons of working people, 
the outcome of a quite new institution, the in- 
stitution of Bn we education. Chiefly in 
Leuin and Franklin Roosevelt you have con- 
spicuous leaders of the richer classes, but 
leaders before whom the bankers especially 
quailed. Evrope to-day, like Asia to-day, be- 


é<¢ A N Approach to History’ was the 


into hands that were raised empty and 
gnarled, imploring and then threatening, in 
the France of 1789. The peoples have emerged 
at thelwery moment that democracy is most 
slighted, and parliamentary methods thrown 
aside.

ERA OF. TRANSITION 


They lived, he said, in an era of transition. 
Never in Ireland certainly had the knowledge 
of history been more important. Grattan 
knew history. And the republic that was 
cradled in America at the same time was not 
only nourished by conviction, but bathed in 
consideration, with Irishmen like Edmund 
Burke to widen the base on which the 
American Republic towered to-day. It would 
be interesting, when the,historian looked back 
on the State that was being created in Ire- 
land at present to see how our political think- 
ing compared with the thinking of those who 
built for endurance. Without a knowledge of 
history what they believed was not tested by 
full experience. But where were they to learn 
history, and from whom’ 

History was a compound of the science of 
investigation and the art of communication, 


Labour 


holds the science of government transferred 


and if those who investigated did raise their 
communication into an art then the task of 
communicating history must pass to other 
hands. | 

Academic historians could hold their ground 
forever against the artist, no doubt ; but they 
made history political, and so tended to 
subordinate it to the motives of the State. 
State history and scientific history were 
essentially a contradiction im terms. What 
made history so difficult was the double 
necessity of recognising what was due to in- 
stitutions and what was due to man. Hence 
the historian must probe into the soul of 
man. 


WINDOW-DRESSING 


Tt was concern for an open mind in the 
historian that made one detest all window- 
dressing and censorship. ‘They could not de- 
‘bunk history by exposing all motives as low 
motives a all leadership as selfish. Most 
history was lukewarm. milk, prudently dull. 
lf they interpreted man exclusively as the 
creature of institutions, merely as a political 
animal, they were just as far wrong as if they 
took him as a free, unhampered personality. 
Man was a political animal. He was also a 
creative non-political animal. The combina- 
tion of these two was not politics. It was 
culture and civilisation. He suggested that 
the approach to history should never be ex- 
clusively through politics, which was not in 
balance, or throtigh personality, which was 
not in balance, but through an understanding 
of psychology as well as institutions. For 
the ultimate topic of history was not the 
State, and not politics. It was civilisation. 
‘Professor George O’Brien, University 
College, Dublin, moving a vote of thanks to 
the lecturer, said that the time had come for 
Irish history to be studied afresh, but before 
that came about it required to be written 
afresh. Who was to perform that task it was 
not for him to say; but there were some 
people present who were competent to do it. 

The Rev. Mr. Sowby, M.A., Warden of St. 
Columba’s College, in seconding, remarked 
that history must be impartial and fair- 
minded, and should not be used for political 
propaganda. It should also arouse a feeling 
of good citizenship. 7 

Mr. Woodhouse, President of the History 
Society, said that it was of. vital importance 
to regard history as something living. i 

Professor W. Alison Phillips, who presided, 
said that he did not, as stated, begin life as 
a journalist. He began life as a historian, 
and it was not until 1912 that he joined the 
staff of T' Ae Times temporarily as leader 
writer, and also edited some of The T'imes 
supplements. He then found that history 
was not the best preparation for journalism. 
He agreed with Mr. Hackett about history as 
taught in schools and colleges. History 
should be written in such a way that it would 


prevent misunderstandings between nations.

the Rhineland. | 

The “leadership schools ' are centres to 
which boys between the ages of about 14 and 
18, who have been specially chosen for this 
honour from the ranks of the Hitler Youth, 
are sent for short periods of intensive train- 
ing to fit them to e Nazi leaders, and, 
in the words of the official guide to the 
schools, “the living guarantees of Germany's 
future.’’ Bb 3 

So far about thirty of these district leader- 
ship schools for g men have been set up, 
and about 18, future leaders have passed 
through them. i to increase the 


It is hoped 
number of schools to seventy before long. . 
About thirty-six il: schools also exist 
for the training of Hitler girl leaders, and it 
is claimed that some 9,000 young women have 
already received in these schools training in 
feminine athletics, domestic subjects, and 
National-Socialist “ world philosophy.” 


PHILOSOPHY 

The average day in each of the schools, 
besides the house duties and physical training, 
includes lectures on bodily exercise and 
“Germanic-German” History. As a substi- 
tute for the lecture on “bodily exercise ' 
there may be a lecture on Weltanschauung, 
or ‘philosophy of life,” accord: 
'ideals. The afternoon sport item may include 
the elements of military drill, light calibre 
rifle shooting, and “air protection” exercises. 

The purpose of the lectures on. Weltans- 
chauung and ‘‘Germanic-German ” history 
are that the young men shall “ learn the value 
of blood and race and thereby have awakened 
in him national self-consciousness.’’ 3 

The three schools to which the foreign 
visitors were conducted were at Mehlem, 
Horchheim and Niederwalluf. At Mehlem they 
were shown the enrolment book, of which 
every boy is given a copy. On the front page 
stands the phrase: “The German's body 
belongs to Germany. 

Here, too, the visitors were allowed to 
attend a class in “Germanic’’ history. The 
lesson they heard referred to the peasants 
revolt, the part played by the clergy in keep- 
ing people disunited and how it was not until 
the coming of Adolf Hitler “that complete 
peasant liberty could be achieved. 

In the class-room, as on the parade ground, 
much virtue is laid on discipline. At Horch- 
heim the visitors sampled a typical school 
lunch and ate, at long wooden tables, sausages, 
potatoes, sauerkraut and bread. “There was 
nothing to drink, Beer and smoke are for- 
bidden to the boys, for the sake of their 
health. i : 

Then the afternoon’s sport. Boys, in a 
rough coe uniform, “‘fell-in,” ‘‘dressed 
from the right,” formed fours, wheeled, 
marched and counter-marched. Later they 
changed into vests and trunks for physical 
athletics. 

To the visitors the guide explained that the 
reason the boys were given a certain amount 
of what might appear to be a somewhat 
military kind of drill was merely that they 
should be able to take part in great Nazi 
rallies in an orderly manner. 

The most remarkable feature of these 
schools, however, is the nightly “‘home-even- 
ing,” held after supper in the main hall of 
the school. 
attend one of them at Niederwalluf. These 
functions are concerned with emphasising 
National-Socialist “‘world-philosophy,” and in- 
creasing love of the Fatherland — and 
Adolf Hitler. In intensity and fervour, 
the Niederwalluf “ home - evening 
resembled less a camp - fire sing - song 
(from which the idea is derived) than a re- 
ligious service. : 


HITLER AS A BOY 

First there was a murching song—‘“ It is 
for bread we are fighting. . .”” Then an 
address by the school leader on ‘‘ Hitler as a 
boy’’—he always had: an artistic nature; he 
lost his father. then his mother. Alone in a 
hostile world, he went bravely by himself to 
Vienna, to become a painter.’’ 

There came then an address by a junior 
boy: The Munich Revolt of the Nazis and 
how it failed. | 

Questions are hurled suddenly to the listen- 
ing class—‘*‘ What was the consequence of 
the leader’s imprisonment after ‘the revolt 
had failed?”’—*‘The consequence was that 
the leader was able to find time to write 
ao Kampf,’ which became the guide for 
us all.” i 

Another song, ‘‘We are marching, march- 
ing, marching ....” ‘Then a reading from 
the *‘ Life of the Leader,’’ by Dr. Dietrich, 
and finally an old German folk-song. 

Then the leader cries: ' Boys, to your 
feet! ’’ Thirty figures rise like soldiers to 
attention. ‘Greet the leader with three 
times ....” ‘Sieg Heil! Sieg Heil! Sieg 
Hail!” 

With flushed faces, thirty boys between 
fourteen and eighteen rush ofí to dormitories 
with hard iron beds. .

STATE CONTROL OF INDUSTRY

Proíessor B. F. Shields, M.A., Dean of the 
Faculty of Commerce, presided at the first 
meeting of the Commerce Society of Univer- 
sity College, Dublin, held im 86 St. Stephen’s 
Green, last night. Mr. D. P. Donovan, 
auditor of the Society, opened a discussion on 
the question, '“ That State control of in- 
dustry is inevitable.” He sketched the 
history of industry over several centuries, 
and said that when Britain adopted free 
trade, that meant the end of State control 
in Britain. The crisis of 1929 to 1933 proved 
that State intervention and control of in- 
dustry was inevitable. For this country 
nationalism was the main cause of State 
intervention in industry. Nationalism always 
was an outstanding characteristic of the 
Irish , and once they became indepen- 
dent State control of industry was inevitable. 
The system adopted in Afghanistan might be 
put into operation here with advantage—that 
was, to invite a firm in and pay them one- 
third of the cost of importing machinery, 
material, ete.; one-third in two years and, 
finally, one-third when the industry was in 
successful operation.

SHANNON AND LIFFEY 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Srr,—You have done an important public 
service by the publication of the two articles 
by ‘‘ Scrutator’’ in your’ issues of the 23rd 
and 24th instant, which contain a very 
penetrating exposition of the Shannon 
electricity undertaking and of the precarious 
osition of the water supply to the City of 
blin, with its half a milhon of population 
and some very important water-consuming 
factories and industries. 
A depieted concition in our water supply 


is, every simmer, becoming a seasonal com- 
laint of the Corporation, and it shows every 
indication of becoming a chronic source of 
anxiety to the waterworks administration of 
the city. This annual disability of the 
summer season calls for 8.0.8. notices 
enjoining economy in water consumption by 
the citizens, and this causes very undesirable 
domestic conditions, both culinary and 
sanitary; and, possibly, also grave incon- 
venience to the trade and manufacturing 
users of water. This is not as it should be, 
and it seems strikingly inept that the situa- 
tion is not being met by those in authority 
with the expedition which it calls for.

* EXILES" 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin.—I read with interest your leader in 
Friday’s issue of yoar per, entitled 
‘* Exiles.”’ It recalled to mies a lecture which 
I heard given by the late Sir Horace Plunkett 
during the winter session of 1926-27 at a meet: 
ing of the Irish Literary Society in. London. 
In the course of his lecture, Sir. Horace re- 
ferred to a visit which he had paid to The 
RockieS in Canada. He said that in his 
travels among the farming districts of Canada 
he found that Scotsmen made the best 
settlers. They were more practical-minded. 
They soon set to, to make material comforts 
for their homes, and quickly settled down with 
the idea of remaining there. Irish, he 
sa'd, were more sentimental. They often felt 
‘‘lonely.”” “They missed the familiar faces 
of the village, the local gessip and the local 
football matches, and, in some cases, they 
returned to their own country. disappointed 
and disillusioned. It will be noticed that 
these remarks referred more to the country 
districts, rather than to the towns or cities 
where people are more herded together, and 
where environment is, therefore, a greater 
force. i 
_ I think we may say that, generally speak. 
ing, the “brilliant Irish’ glitver best in a 
setting of other races. In your leader you 
say: ‘‘ Manv students of history have asked 
whv Irishmen are able to make such a success 
of life outside their own country. while they 
make such a mess of it at home.” I think, 
to some extent, this is due to-temperament. A 
great. many of the Irish are what we may call 
“temperamental ” (for want of a better word). 
They are either of the ‘‘ suggestible” type or 
the obstinate or ‘‘ contrary " type. sug- 
gestible type will de well because he will 
readily ‘‘take colorr’’ from his environment. 
He needs the outside stimulus of environment 
to keep him up to scratch and bring out the 
best that is in him, On the other hand. the 
“obstinate ” or “contrary” type will do 
equally well in exile because he is ob- 
stinate, and when he finds himself among 
other nationalities, he is not going to be de- 
feated. He is determined to “let these 
fellows see that an Irishman can do as well 
as anyone, if not a great deal better '’—and 
so he shines as his best. I have heard of 
cases where exiles-who have returned to their 
homes in the country districts of Ireland, 
kept up their spruce appearance and ti 
habits for a time, but soon they slipped bac 
into the old ways and were thoroughly “at 
home ' again. $ 

Some would put our racial characteristics 
down to “'elimate.”' 
when we have the North and South so near 
and the difference in characteristics so t? 
Perhaps Ireland could do with a Detter 
mixing of its people (I was almost writing 
“counterfoils '—we are so familiar with the 
phrase!). The North needs Southernising and 
the South needs Northernising. 

In conclusion, I should like to mention 
another remark which I heard made at the 
lecture referred to, above. It was made by 
one of the after-speakers, of whom there 
were four or five on the platform. In thank- 
ing him for his lecture, the speaker paid 
high tribute to Sir Horace for what he had 
done for Ireland, and wound up his speech by 
saying very emphatically, ‘ Agriculture is 
Ireland's industry, therefore, Sir Horace 
Plunkett is the King of Ireland,” To com-

LECTURE AT RATHMINES 


An authorised lecture on Christian Science 

was delivered on Sunday night in the 
Christian Science Church, Rathmines Park, 
by Ralph B. Scholfield. €.8., of London, 
England, memver of the Beard of Lectureship 
of the Mother Church, the First Church of 
Christ, Scientist, in Boston Massachusetts. 
_ Mr, Scholfield said that the word ‘‘science” 
in its pure meaning can apply only to exact 
aud absolute knowledge of primal power, 
cause, and law.

There 
ean be only one pure science and that is the 
Science of God, the one and only cause of 
Mind. The leaven of Christian Science, he 
said, is leavening the whole lump of scholastic 
thealogy, showing that the practice of heal- 
ing sickness and sin and all the evils which 
culminate in death is the teat of pure 
spiritual religion. This leaven teaches us that 
it needs no creed to bring the kingdom of 
heaven nearer to us than it is now, but that 
‘*the pure in heart... . . see God.” 

Christian Science teaches that medicine, or 
the art of preserving and restoring health, 
requires first and foremost the preservation 
and the restoration of spiritual qualities.

The French Government has requested 
the Austrian authorities to hold in custody 
Colonel Ivan Percevic, a Croatian emigrant 
leader, who was arrested here a few days 
ago, but was due to have been released 
last night, because the police search ol 
his lodgings and examination had failed 
to reveal anything incriminating, It is 
understood that the French Government 
acted on the request of the examining 
magistrate of Marseilles, who is conduct- 
ing the case against the conspirators. . 

t is reported that a formal demand for. 

Colonel Percevic’s extradition will be 
made shortly. 
The arrested man is a member of.an 
aristocratic Croatian family. He had a 
distinguished war record in the Austro-

MINISTER MAY FLY

he possibilities -emerge from the 
i ‘meagre news of developments in Siam 
following the King’s threat to abdicate, 
says. Reuter. A younger member of the 
Royal Family may be appointed to the 
Throne; a Minister may fly from Bangkok 
to England to try to persuade the King 
to change his mind. Faced with an 
awkward situation as a result of the 
King’s threat, the Cabinet is sitting all 
day. The only positive statement that has 
filtered- through ‘the rigid censorship in 
Bangkok is that ‘‘all is normal ” in the 
country. The situation is. described in the 
following Reuter messages : — 

Bangkok, Monday—The situation is 
normal throughout Siam. The King’s 
threat to. abdicate has (aroused regret 
throughout the nation, voiced also in 
Government circles. The absence of any 
official announcement on the subject makes 
it difficult to gauge the reaction to the 
reports from London of the King’s action. 


CITY QUIET 


‘Singapore, Monday—Passengers who left 
Bangkok by air this morning declared that 
the city was quiet and normal, and that 
there. were no indications of anything 
unusual. They were astonished at the 
news of the King’s threat, of which they 
had heard nothing, although they speut 
last night at Bangkok. One prominent 
business man who arrived to-day from 
Bangkok told Reuter, however, that the 
King’s intention was generally known in 
the capital ten days ago. He believed that 
the decision had placed the Government in 
a most awkward position. : 
There was talk of one of the Ministers 
going to Europe by air to try to persuade 
the King to withdraw his abdication, but 
it was felt that his decision was irre 
vocable. 

The Cabinet is holding discussions last- 
ing all day, but nothing has definitely 
been settled. 


POSSIBLE OUBCOME 


It is believed that the outcome will he 
the appointment of a younger member of 
the Royal Family to the Throne, 

In the meantime Bangkok is normal.

Also, the Assembly is not totally repre- 
sentative. Fifty per cent. of the members 
are elected, and the other fifty per cent. 
nominated. In the sense that the British 
public would understand Parliament, it 
is not, therefore, truly representative, and 
the King feels that it is essential that the 
veto of the Sovereign should be fully safe- 
guarded in the interests of the people. 


PEOPLE’S LOYALTY 

‘““He feels certain that the vast majo- 
rity of the people of Siam are loyal to 
himself. The Chakri dynasty, to which 
he belongs, ruled peacefully without 
shedding a drop of blood for 150 years up 
to 1932.’’ 

The Press Association learned that the 
Siamese Legation had not been in touch 
with the King yesterday. It was pointed 
out, however, that, on a strict point of 
etiquette, the King does not normally 
conduct affairs of State through a Lega- 
tion when he is abroad, but does so direct 
with his Government. At the same time 
contact is, as a rule, maintained, if only 
informally, between a Minister and a 
visiting Sovereign. : 
If any message has been received in the 
last two days by the Legation from 
Bangkok, it has not been repeated in- 
formally to the King at Cranleigh.

“The Auditor,” continued the Primate,

teaching of Scripture. - What we call the doc. 
trine of the Trinity soars beyond the being of 
man, surpassing mere human. logic—and there

vail, no one will be cast as rubbish to 
the void,” : 


“INTOLERANT SYSTEM”. . 
_ The Rev. G. V. Jourdan, D.D., in second- 
ing the Primate’s proposition, said history 
showed that, 
doctrine had produced a ‘‘ militant and in- 
tolerant system of religion.” The discussion 
of the sovereignty of God had formerly the 
duced a partisan spirit of intolerance which 
still-existed, though the altered conditions of. 
civie life had ‘deprived the partisans of 
power to do bodily harm to each other.

According to his 
knowledge of ecclesiastical history, he saw a 
great crisis coming in the world, and Cal- 
vinistic principles coming irto prominence. 
Whatever might be said of the faults of 
Calvin’s system, it bore clarion testimony to 
a true belief in thr sovereignty of ‘God. : 

“It came out at the Reformation, and I 
thank God. it is comiúg out again,” he con- 
tinued. '“Nor am I the only one rejoicing, 
Preaching in 1930 in St. Paul's Cathedral, 
the Archbishop of York said the man to 
whom. such doctrine as predestination ap- 
pealed exhibited the most astonishing energy,

INTERESTING PAPER AT 
ROTARY CLUB

‘At the Dublin Rotary Club yesterday, in 
the Metropole Restaurant, a paper by Mr. 
E. Keith Eason, President of the Club, 
was read by Mr, J. Harold Aylward, because 
Mr. Eason was absent owing to temporary 
indisposition. : ; 

Mr. P. Dolan, Vice-President, occupied 
the chair. 

In the course of the paper, the author 
asked what does the forty hours’ week 


mean / There are, he said, twenty-four: 


hours in a mean solar day, and there are 
seven mean solar days in a week, so that a 
week contains, as a matter of fact, 168 
hours. Does the demand for a forty hours’ 
week mean that in the ideal modern State 
the healthy men and women between the 
ages of 21 and 60 years should spend only 
forty hours out of each 168 in constructive 
work for the benefit of the community, and 
should receive, from the community for this 
work only, a full living wage? Does it 
mean that, if properly organised, the healthy 
men and women of a modern State could, by 
working for. only forty hours out of every 
168, supply all the reasonable requirements 
of the body, mind and spirit, not only of 
themselves, but of all the children and young 
people, and of all the aged and sick persons! 

Does it mean that all production workers, 
agricultural or industrial, all transport and 
communication workers, all distributors, 
teachers, civil servants, and all those re- 
sponsible for the orderly iy homatia of 
society within and without the State, should 
not work at their job, whatever it fs. for 
more than forty hours out of 168? There 
are conditions under which a particular 
worker should be prohibited from working at 
a particular job, or in a particular industry, 
for more than forty hours out of every 168, 
but such prohibition should not imply that 
this worker is absolved from all further con- 
tribution to the community, and is free to 
demand toll of the rest of the community 
for the whole of his other 128 hours. It 
lies upon the shoulders of the able-bodied, 
healthy section of the community to give 
to the community sufficient, not only for 
their requirements and demands, but suffi- 
cient for the whole of the remainder, young 
and old, sick and infirm. 

The idea that the less we do the better off 
our fellow-niembers will be seems to me the 
clearesé sign of twentieth century madness. Let 
us be sure that those workers who ask for a 
forty hours’ week—except on the ground of 
industrial or mental fatigue—are ready to 
grant at the same time to their women folk, 
to the transport and communication workers, 
to shop assistants, milk men, grocers and 
all others, the same fouty hours, and to con- 
trol their demand for service at any hour of 
the day, or on any day of the week. Every- 
body has a-right to absolute rest and cessa- 
tion of demand from his fellows for twenty- 
hours out of every week. If any civilisa- 
tion does not grant that, that civilisation 
will fail and a better one will rise in its 


©. E. Jacob said that there was a 
great deal to be said about the forty hours’ 
week. He did not like the jump from forty- 
eight hours to forty per week; he would 
suggest a reduction to forty-four hours, so 
that the business community would gradually 
get used to it. The keen competition from 
Japan and other countries had to be borne 
in mind in regard to wages and hours of 
work. He would like to see the school age 
raised from 14 to 15 years, and later on to 
16, because it would have the effect of giving 
more employment.

VALUERS DISAGREE 


A prolonged discussion took place at the 
meeting of the Dublin County Council yester- 
day on the subject of an offer of £9,000 for 
land the Joint Committee, Grangegorman 
Mental Hospital, sought to acquire. <A valuer 
appointed by the Joint Committee had valued 
the land at £4,600. 

The Chairman (Mr. P. Belton, T.D.) said 
that he thought the land was worth £9,000, 
and even more. 

Mr. Rollins said that the matter was at 
present before the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment, who had not. given his decision, and he 
moved that the Council pass to the next 
business. 

The Chairman said that he was inclined te 
accept Mr. Rollins’s motion. He said that the 
land had been valued at £16 or £17 an acre, 
though it was within a mile of Portrane, while 
the same valuer had valued land six or seven 
miles away at £50 an acre. 

Mr. Blake seconded Mr. Rollins’s motion. 

Mr. Doyle, Clerk to the Joint Committee, 
said that one valuer had valued the land ‘at 
£12,780, another at £4,617, and a third at 
£10,423. The valuer whose valuation had 
been £4,617 had offered alternative land at 
£50 an acre. The Committee’s offer was £33 
an acre. The Committee ‘could not acquire 
the land without the consent of the Depart- 
ment for Local Government, and all the re- 
ports in connection with this matter had been 
forwarded to the Minister, who had referred 
it to the Land Commission. The Commission 
and the Ministers were as good judgés as any- 
body else, and the zmatter could be left in 
their hands. Mr. Doyle said that the land in 
question was ideal for the Joint Committee's 
purpose—the maintenance of dairy land.

The great majority of the students—about 
six-sevenths—are non-Christian, and the 
number of conversions is negligible. 

Altogether there are sixty Arts Colleges 
(each affiliated to a University) trainmg 
students for the Bachelor of Arts degrees.
